A thens,” was chosen for the ga t he r ­ 
ing of the first G erm an National As­ 
semb ly, it is said, b ecau se 
it is a 
non-Pru ssian town. 
It is situ ated in 
a fertile valley on the river Ilm, a 
small trib u tary to the Saale, and has 
a popu lation of less tha n 50,000. 
Here, amid the old b u ildings tha t 
rem ind one of a medieval past, the 
410 representatives of the German 
people elected on J a n u a r y 20, 
a s ­ 
semb le to accept, reject or amend the 
draft of a constitu tion 
which 
has 
b een prepared b y the E b e rt govern­ 
ment and to form, perhaps, a u nion 
of States on the m od e rn American 
principle. 


Sleepy old W eim ar, fam ou s as the 
home of Goethe, Schiller and Liszt, 
is said to have existed 
more 
than 
eleven 
centu ries. 
U nder 
Charles 
Au gu stu s, G ra nd Du ke of Saxe-Wei- 
m ar-Eisenach, the town 
b ecame 
a 
center of Lib eralism as well as art. 
Its most im portant b u ilding is the 
Palace, describ ed as “ a hu ge s t r u c ­ 
tu re form ing three sides of a q u a d ­ 
rangle, erected 
17 8 9-18 03) 
u n d er 
the su perintendence of Goethe” only 
a re m n a n t of which, however, with 
a tower, is still standing. 
It contains a series.of rooms dedi­ 
cated to the poets Goethe, Schiller, 
H e rd e r and Wieland, all of which are 
decorated lavishly with m u ral pain t­ 
ings. 
Nearb y 
is the hou se w here 
Goethe lived from 178 2 to 1S3 2, a 
hom e of lu xu ry for tha t day, b u ilt as 
a gift to the poet b y Charles Au g m- 
tu s and presented to him b y his pa t­ 
ron u pon Goethe's re tu rn from 
his 
Italian tou r. 
Hou ses with high pitched gab les 
and roofs give the town 
a 
pictu r­ 
esqu e appearance, while the narrow, 
windingwinding streets of the older 
portion of the place, and the vestiges 
of the medieval walls, 
continu ally 
rem in d the visitor of 
its 
historic 
character, 
The Stadt kircher, or pa r ­ 
ish hou se of 
worship, 
a 
Goethic 
s tru c t u re datin g from ab ou t 1400, is 
a b u ilding of r a r e interest. 
It has 
b een slightly m odernized b u t enou gh 
of the original edifice 
remains 
to 
show its ag eand classic ou tlines. 
Among the notab les whose tomb s 
are b eneath its roof ar<* those of the 
princes 
of 
Saxe-Weimar-Eisenach, 
inclu ding the elector J ohn F rederick 
the Magnanim ou s and his wife, and 
D u ke B ern hard of W eim ar, a hero of 
the Thirty Y ears’ War.
